That is the solu- 
tion of Ihc atomic waste problems 
involving ra<lia1ioii hazards ami 
h(*avy metal jmisotis.

Adapt Opportunities 

The experience of the lieynolcls 
RIcHrse and Hngineering (’mu- 
]>nny may be helpful in in i tier- 
standing the j> rob lei ns involved in 
adajiling to tlicse new oppornmi- 
1 ies. 

The eom[)miy had been op- 
erating on an extensive scale 
throughout the Soulinvest on both 
line anti in si tie contracting. It has 
ft'alnrcd its electrical engineering 
competency am! has trained a large 
staff of engine<U'H wliich it effee- 
lively inttmnderi into its organixa- 
liori. To this end il enconrages its 
I'ligincers to Join the union. 

It was ready ami on hand when 
the origiruil highly secret atomic 
h'sts \vere made during World 
Waj’ 1 1 and when the war was over 
it devoted much attention to iiL 
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tin^^ itself into tlie Atomic Energy 
Cijiiimission's pnjj^ranis. It hn-s 
purfiei paled in every atomie ex- 
plosion within the coutineittiil 
[^niled States ami its manai^ement 
lias been on the observer teams 
at tests ontside the eomitry. 

The liiji break came when the 
Xt^vada Test Site was estahlislusl 
at ileremy, Xevada, where dozens 
of atoiiiie fie vires fiave been tested 
in I'eeeni years.

ing vvent into the project ns a joint 
venturer and the AEG made a 
prime contract with Reynolds 
wliich fiatl ail of the rolling equip- 
ment fur standard line woi'k^ a 
strong engineering staff and an 
arhsimite source of skillt‘d labor 
tiu'ough the tBEW, The mecfian- 
ieal work was a very small fiari of 
the whole. The general cmilractor 
liad only ! mil ding struetures and 
road woi'k. TIhj work was being 
dune under a fixed priee prime 
contract.

Uiat target dates would not be met 
under the progn^ss being made by 
the various (nmtraetors and the 
A E( ’ calhMl on Reynolds to assist 
in bringing the program iq> to 
schediil(\ Reynolds rciilaced the 
genera! conlractt^r as a result of 
competitive negotiations involving 
Mot <mly price hut eiigl nee ring 
(imdificat ions and Nevada Test 
Site became an overall electrical 


contract. The |>roJect involved 
huge Panama Oaiiai-Hke concroto 
work, extensive ditching and huge 
nndergnnmd i‘accways carrying 
heavy power lines and coaxial 
cables foi* the communications and 
control systems. Tt iaeltided eight- 
foot - thick concrete - steel block - 
houses to protect insl riuneiUs, All 
of these installations Avere built P» 
hv destroyed and they Avere 
slroyed, rebuilt and destroycHl 
iigaiii many times. 

When thi.s project was started 
in 1952 the Atoinie Energy Tom- 
mission AA^oiild not think of anyone 
doing any of the ladiological safe- 
ty Avork AA'liieli involves lusting the 
area for deadly fall out of plu- 
tfinium and strontium 90 as Avell 
as radiation effects. Tiiis was lui’ 
derstandal)le. Tliey had to be sure* 
Tliey were responsible for their 
own personnel as well as others. 
Ib^sides that, no one else knew any- 
thing about it.

Triangle Slave Gamp 

The Working conditions at Tri- 
angle made the eoiiijiany site seem 
fittie more llnm :i slave eiinij). 
Prom early iiKuaiing milil evening 
the girls were herdeil shoulder to 
shonhler at the long rows of whirl- 
ing, noisy iiuiehims. They betit 
over the shirts of silk and biee and 
worked in eonstanl fear of damag- 
ing some of the stock. They wei'e 
lilted for the sllgljh^st da 111 age and 
iIh^ money was taken frfim the 


week's wages which the company 
iield back on (^acb eint>loye. Each 
night as I bey left work their band- 
bags were ebeeketl witli militant 
smifiny lest one iiiight try to take 
a pieei' of scrap material. 

This was the firomis(‘ of America 
wliieh Imd lad‘alleii Estbt>r and 
Ibudty KafipelimuL It was on Fri- 
ilay, 31 arch 10, IPtl that Esther 
bad been demoted. Only a few 
weeks before Becky's wages hail 
been cut by more than half. Oe- 
jeeted, the girls had returned to 
their boa riling house that night, 
ilctcrmiiied to find oilier work the 
next day. 31 rs. 31 at thews, tiic 
owner of the hoarding bouse, bad 
repeatedly urged the girls to seek 
mil other eiiiployment. She bod 
seen the girls suffer no end of 
hardships at Triangle. 

Strike of Clothing Workers 

The year before, 40,000 cloth ing 
workers had sir nek in Xew York 
t'ity for higher wages, b’or 10 
weeks the Kapindimm sisters bad 
maniiefl the ]>icket lines. Three 
lirm^s they were arre.sted by ibe 
IKiliee and suffeml all the indig- 
iHties of being hauled olir to jail.

H€»re*s a little note on 
the subject, NVrub furniture wasc 
Rives a protective coating to silver 
trays, ca miles ticks, trophies, so they 
won’t tarnish as c|uickty, Tirst, clean 
silver with silver polish, %vash in 
warm, soapy water and dry thornuRhIy. 

Next, saturate a clean* soft doth 
with no- rub fuimilure wax and apply 
io silver (wrap doth around an old 
ifH^th brush to rci into en^ravefl [Uit- 
tems).

that arc smaller than nomal* The 
leaf stalks and stems txjcome weak 
and stretch toward the light. 

Many plants die because of too 
much heat and dry air, Humidifyiiijr 
devices can be pnt in a I'Oom to pre- 
vent this. 

Plants shoulti be ke]it out of drafts. 
Plants should be watered only w'hen 
they mK?d it — not at fixetl intervals. 
When the plant is in leaf* the soil 
should he? kept moist (not soaking 
w'et > at all times* 

A plant that has a gi^at deal of 
foliage in comparison to the size of its 
flowerptit needs more water than one 
that does not. 

Avoid using excessively cold water. 
Water at room temperature is b4*st, 
FetliHzers are a real aid to your 
plants. However, they will only help 
n healthy plant to grow Ixdter— not 
euro a sick one* 

Don't fertilize plants wdien the soil 
is very dry* Water the plant first — 
fertilize a half hour or so later. 

Don’t use colTei', tea, castor oil* milk 
or any out-of'Llu'-ijrdinai y “fcrliliz* 
ers," They won’t help ainl they may 
he harmful* 

Ufifiiing Cfosef Space 

If you are* as many of the rest of us 
are, a nne-Hoset woman, that closet 
space needs careful organizing. Hero 
arc a few suggestions. 

Use square hatboxes ( round ones 
waste too much space) as large as 
your shelf wall hold, Separate hats 
with tissue paper and place as many 
in a box as will fit wdihout crushing. 
Keep tailored hats in one and dressy 
in another and paste a label on the 
front of the box identifying the hats 
inside. If there is any extra ,fpace in 
the box* use it foi- stocking and glove 
boxes stacked sideways. 

Divide your clothes bar into three 
sections^ — blouseg first, then suits and 
skiJts, then dresses, with cocktail or 
fancy dresses last. For the neat ap- 
j>ea ranee of your clothes, don’t over 
crowd. If the closet is too crowdetl, 
wetxi out seldom worn items and fold 
them away, in drawers* or in suit- 
boxes you can leave on the ebtset floor 
under the jackets anti skills* 

Don't use wire hangers* They leave 
fnhl marks at the shoulders and force 


clothes out of line* aiul may cause 
discoloration* Use paddctl or w'ootlen 
bangers. Clamr» hangers aro best for 
skii't*s and slacks. 

Cover evening clothes and light 
colored dresses and suits with individ- 
ual si ill-on plastic bags* (Don’t use 
plastic to cover fur*s—it dries out the 
leather. Use a piece of an old sheet 
with a slit in the middle to inrort the 
hanger L 

The hvMt place for shm-s is on the 
iiisidtr of tlie closet door on wnre or 
wooiien racks or in one of those doth 
bags with various sections.

Journeymen Trained in 
Advanced Electronics 

L. r. 58, IlKTItOn', MU H.— Lociil 

CnioTi 58 is ju.^tifiably proud of its 
accomplishments in the field of train- 
ing iLs journi*ymfn in electronic the 
ory and practice. 

'Hie Education Committee of Irving 
Reif, Alfred M. Lock man and Charles 
E. Engel, with the able uHsistance of 
Brothers John Maser and Ferd Zeigin, 
worked out two courses of study with 
representatives of the Detroit Electrl- 
ca! Contractors Assoeiaiion, Inc. 

To date 70 Brothers have completed 
the Basic Elcxtronics Course and a 
total of 50 have finished the more 
advanctnl “Electronics l4nhomtoiy 
Course." Since pa iliei pants spend 
their own time and share the expense 
of the training it is a clear indication 
that Local 58 jounioymen are inter* 
e.sted in improving thomsidves pivifes- 
sionally in this expanding field of 
industrial electronics. 

The ‘Mla.slc Electronico Theory 
Course” consists of Ifi evening ses- 
sions of three hours each dealing 
with the practical appUcatimi of recti- 
fication, amplification, phase shift 
contrtd and use of electronic test 
equipment. By the use of scheimitic 
drawings students learn the symbols 
of vanmiH electronic components and 
are taught to analyze basic electronic 
ciix:uits. Brother Ken rulfer, instruc- 
tor of the basic course, received much 
of his training with the United Stales 
Navy. He covers subjects through the 
medium of class lecture and discus- 
sion, films, slides and by the use of 
equipment and deoiorist ration boards. 

The “Advanced Electronics La bom- 
tory Course," al.'?o of Hi weeks ilum- 
tion, is taught by Brother Ferd Zeigin 
who also is a United Btates Navy- 
traincMi instructor. Eni'ollment is lim- 
ited to journeymen who have success- 
fully compleUni the basic course. As 
a regular dasivroom Is not satisfac- 
tory for this type of course, a member 
of the association.. Roy C. Spaulding, 
made labomtory facilitiefl at his shop 
available. Work tables have been set 
up lo provide room for each student 
to do “bread board” pmject work. 

The advanced course of instruction 
includes construction and assembly of 
a HeiiLh KIL meter by each student. 
It is actually a volt^ohm ml lliam meter 
that Is used in testing and maintain- 
ing electronic equipment, liectitier 
amplification and phase shift circuits 
are studied and tested. Students arc 
taught practical use of tube testers. 


oscilkn^copes and vacuum tube volt 
meters. 

! nut ruction Is given in advanced in- 
dustrial circuit analysis mduding 
photo ekxtric relays, phanotron bat- 
tery chargers, Thymol rnl motor con- 
tnil, IVrcipitrons, heat control In 
resistance welding and electronic volt- 
age sensitive relays. Students obtain 
an understanding of these theories by 
the U.HC of schematic drawings ami 
thmugh ela.Hsroom discussion. 

Local 58 President liobert Rush ford 
Htaies that through the use of an 
“incentive" reb^ite on tuition chargi's 
the local has achieved the ultimate in 
promoting good attendance and pre- 
venting drop outs.

Large Jobs Provide 
Good Year in Fresno 

L. r. I mi, FRESNO. CALIF.— Decern* 
ber is just a few days away at this 
writing. We have had a pretty good 
year. Usually, winter brings uncm- 
ploy men t. This year practically 

everyone worked moat of the time, 
and we were able to find employment 
for a number of travelers, A few 
largtu' jobs were a big helin 

Things are slowing up a bit now. 
Some of the larger jobs are finishing 
up, and some of our travellers are 
going home. Other larger jobs have 
not started yet. Lemoore Air base is 
a big job, but has been done in little 
dabs at a time, and different appro- 
priations have been made, .so a big 
crew at one time was not needed, 

Ne.xt year's prospects look fairly 
good if projected jobs work out. We 
don't anticipate any “boonV* but most 
of our local members will find em- 
ployment. 

Our best news is the defeat of the 
contemplated, so-called “Right -to- 
Work" Act. This was voted down 
nearly two to one. In fact five out of 
six Wesleim states defeated a similar 
bill (All except Kansas.) The Gen- 
eral Flee trie Company came out 
openly in the newspapera and advo- 
cated it out here. 

This was a sjii riled campaign with 
all of the cleverly ojganized deceit of 


a big advertising agency, commencing 
with the name “RighUto-Work” Act 
which removed pjactically every 
union right. Next came the harping 
on corruption of HofFa and the Teams- 
ters, with the implication that all 
Labor was corrupt. 

They seemed to have ho no wed Kru- 
shchev's lech nil pie shouting “Black 

is ^vhite!" "Black is w^hitel” “Black 
is white!” until the public would final- 
ly believe it. 

The Republican candidate for 
Governor of California came out 
ojienly against labor, and was sound- 
ly defeated. 

Out of all the regimented ballyhoo 
promoted in most inominenl maga- 
zines across the country — one bright 
.star slione forth. The October issue 
of Re*uleTH “went along,” ami 

lambasted labor, but cm page 
dropped this “|)eail”: “Ou)' committee 
investigations have uncovered wrong 
doing by only a small fraction of one 
percent of the thousands of trade 
union ofiicers.'' How this "small 
fraction of one f>ercent” could have 
been ballyhooed into a major indict- 
ment of all laboi^ shows what the ad- 
vertising boys can do — given a well 
financed foot in the door. 

Incidentally, this last election, 
across the country, was the first one 
in which a big advertising agency wa.s 
called in. The Republicans got the 
help of one of New York's largest 
agencies.

Launch Drive against 
Uninsured Motorist 

I., r. «1-., JAC’KSON, TEN X.— The 

follow in jr is an editorial that ap- 
jjvhi'imI in the Jifcktit>n Sttni Jack so 
Tpnn^^ssee, edition November 18, 1958. 
tVniitiHl to pass this on to each of you 
and urge that we get behind this 
movement- 

“E (Torts in Tennessee to soh-'o the 
uninsured motorist problem have been 
unHUccessful. 

"Some of the reasons which make 
fhis problem so troublesome to our 
legielators were mentioned here yes- 
terday, Many states have tried to puss 
compulsory automobile linbtlity in- 
surance laws. Two have them, one is 
New York (since 1957) and the other 
is Massachusetts (1957) to which 
statute there are many objections, 
Am»ther guggestef! solution Is the so- 
called unsatisfied claim and judg- 
ment fund which the state wmihl 
ope late. This is a means whereby the 
public is proteete<l from the finan- 
cially irresponsible driver or the un- 
insured motorist by virtue of a state 
operated fund. 

"To get this fund* assessments are 
made usually of all applicants for 
automobile operators licenses or au- 
tomohilc license tags. Also insurnnee 
companies doing business in thi‘ stale 
an* tajced. The one experience along 
this tine (New Jersey) shows thnf 
the insured motorist feels he Is being 
forced to help pay foi' the ii' respon- 
sible driver— and the insurance firms 
have to raise their premiums to otTset 
their part of the fund4 

"There fs another answer which 
some call the Virginia solution and 
that is the Uninsurc<l Motorist En- 
dorsement, U also is known as the 
New Hampshire Plan, In this plan, 
uninsured motorists coverage is made 
ti part of the basic coverage in the 
policy which a motorist takes out 
with his regular agent. Its cost is 
"pennies," nimiliig from ,?1 in some 
rases to or so in others, 

"And here is what It can do: I’ho 
Uninsured Motorist Endorsement pro- 
vides that, if you cannot collect from 
the uninsured driver who runs into 
yim* your own insurance company 
will pay the personal injury damages. 
It has limits of $19,900 and $20,000 
(or whatever is agi^d between the 
state and the insurance companies) ; 
it will protect against an out-of-state 
driver, 

"It protects in all 49 states, Can- 
ada, Hawaii, Nova Scotia and the 


District of Columbia, ]l pivitects you 
against the hit-and-run driver. It 
can go further and extend coverage 
to all mcmhej*s nf your household and 
all occupants of your car; and it can 
also cover the insured and any mem- 
ber of his household while wmlking 
or bicycling. 

"WhaPs more, such a plan as this 
will keep insurance firemiums at such 
rates that the average motorist can 
and will buy the highest possible cov- 
enigt* Just for his ow'n (n'otecUon, 

^'Tennesse*? motorists need proter- 
tion against financial loss fit>m hwliiy 
injury and pi'operty damage. Respon- 
sible motorists buy protection from 
other* a* part of their necessai'y cost 
of using streets and highways. The 
other kind wdll avoid assuming re- 
sponsibility as far as he possibly can 
avoid it. 

"The Uninsurcil MoU>Hst Flndorse* 
merit offers a way for the responsible 
motorists to protect themselves as 
wcdl as the other <1 l iver, 

"We reconimcml this plan to our 
sUite legislators as the best we have 
found in our studies to date. Think 
this over boys and if you like this 
plan outlined above, contact your 
Congi^essman and let him know about 
it."

On 
the same date the benefits received 
from the voluntary accident and sick- 
ness insurance plan are to be in- 
creased to a $35.00— $65.00 weekly 
range for a maximum period of 20 
weeks with only a slight increase in 
premiums which are to be shared 
equally by the company and the 
memberH.

Experts toll US one of the signifi- 
cant trends of the next few years will 
be an increase in the skill level of the 
labor force. The number of skilled 
workers will increase at a faster rate 
than the labor force as a whole dur- 
ing the next decade, largely because 
of the growing need for workers who 
can build, install, operate, maintain, 
and repair increasingly complicated 
machinery and equipment. 

.As the demand for skill goes up, the 
demand for non-skilled workers will 
go down. Improved productivity 
through automation or other tech- 
nological change makes the unskilled 
worker less needed. Add to this the 
expected growth in the labor force 
(an estimated increase of H) and a 


half million by 1955 over 1955) ami it 
becomes clear that industry cannot 
abs<irb all these people as non-ski lied 
employes. 

ITNSKILLKD WORKERS— 
FIRST LAID OFF 
The 1958 recession demonstrated 
this trend. Many companies have 
found they can get along without 
some of the employes let off during 
early 1958* And many of those not 
being rehired are the unskilled or 
senii -skilled workers. The companies 
are tible to maintain or even improve 
productivity with new equipment and 
a Sinai Ler but more highly-skilled 
work force. So skill improvement for 
the IBEW member is very definitely 
a matter of job security. 

Some of our membei's inevitably arc 
displaced because of technological 
change or other i-eason, and the I BKW* 
ha.s fought and is fighting for job 
security provisions to protect those 


workers. But in the long run, the 
best kind of job protection is training 
which qualifies a man to move ahead 
in the electrical industiy. He needs 
the kind of training which will keep 
him in a productive capacity no mat- 
ter liow fast or how technical the 
change. 

There is another side to this matter 
of advanced training. It is important 
not only to the worker and to the 
IBEW, but to our nation as well. 

Scientist.'^ say that the free world 
and the slave world are about equal 
ill material resources.

We must maintain that advantage* 
The United States Commissioner of 
Education.
